Cape Town, May IT.— Four parties 


of Boers visited Krall Pan, south of 
MafekluK, Cape Colony, ou the morn- 
ing of May 10. During the uight they 
took position on the kopje from which 
the Boer guns opened n'rf ou Oct. 12, 
1899. They pillaged the natives who 
were living on the kopje, killing two 
anrt seriously wounding three others. 
Then they crept up on the garrison at 
the siding, but a sentry discovered the 
presence of the burghers, and their 
attempt at a surprise was frustrated, j 


At daybreak the mounted scouts com- 


posing part of the garrison made a 
sortie, while at the same time the Brit- 
ish opened fire with a Nordenfeldt on 
the Boors, who scattered. Captain Tay- 
lor followed the retreating burghers 
until nightfall, when the chase was 
abandoned. One scout was seriously 
wounded.

His 
visit was informal, us Mrs. McKinley 
and he are of different religious de- 
uomlnations.
